An anchor device for a safety rope, the anchor device including: 




a rod or tube; 

receiving means for receiving an etfd of a safety rope mounted on or 
integral with a first end portion of the rod or tube; 

securing means for securing the device directly or indirectly to a building 
element; 

wherein the rod or tub4 includes a tapered portion with the smaller end of 
the tapered portion nearest to the receiving means. 

o / 2. The device of claim 1 further indud^ig mounting means to which the 
securing means is secured. 

3. The device of claim 2 wherein the ijnounting means includes two or more 
locations to receive the securing means. 

The device of any one of claims 1 to 3 wherein the securing means includes 
a second end portion at the other encr of the rod or tube. 
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5. The device of claim 4 wherein at least part pf the second end portion is 
threaded. 



6. The device of claim 5 wherein the securing means includes at least one 
locking nut adapted to engage the threaded second end portion.

threaded sleeve, which exteras around a portion of the rod or tube.
